Berkeley's  championship  baseball  club  smashed  its  way  from  third  place  to 
snag  another  A.C.A.L.  baseball  crown,  its  second  in  a  row.  After  a  great  deal  of 
shifting  of  positions  and  trial  and  error  method  coaching,  Mr.  George  Wilson,  a 
returned  naval  veteran,  settled  on  a  stai'ting  club  which  came  through  to  win  eight 
out  of  ten  league  games  and  capture  his  first  A.C.A.L.  baseball  title.  Although  Mr.
